I know that as an accomplice you 
took part in the infidelity and treason 
of February, 11113 ( Madero’s death). 
This is perfectly well understood and 
you should know* that we cannnot par­ 
don it and also know that it will be 
the cause of your ruin. 
"I, therefore, give you this answer 
only because your official request and 
my answer are historical documents 
and I owe to posterity an explanation 
of my conduct. 
"I know that the Cientlflcos by va­ 
rious processes, up to this time have 
sought to bring about North American 
intervention in Mexico, 
it is known

The survivors were so exhausted by 
their experience that they could tell 
little of what had happened and offi­ 
cials expressed the opinion that tile 
omission in the wireless messages of 
mention of the captain might be laid 
to this fact. 
A a1 ter rescuing the occupants of the 
first boat the Franconia searched for 
rest of the crew, but without result. 
Captain Miller of the Cunarder sent 
word ashore that he had given up the 
search and would proceed for Boston 
with the survivors and his 1,733 pas­ 
sengers. 
He said he expected to ar­ 
rive at Boston lightship at midnight 
Wednesday. 


Looking for Missing Men. 


Search for the missing men of the 
Columbian has not been given up, 
however. 
Before turning for his des­ 
tination Captain Miller had notified 
the steam ers Manhattan and Haver­ 
ford, both eastbound, of the missing 
boats and they sent wTord that they 
J had changed their courses and were 
heading toward the burning steamer. 
The Columbian was owned by the 
Leyland line, but w as chartered to the 
Phoenix line for a voyage from Ant­ 
werp to New York. 
She carried no 
passengers. 
The survivors suffered terribly dur­ 
ing forty hours’ exposure in an open 
boat. 
Their exhaustion was so great 
that it was impossible to obtain a eo- 
I herent story from them several hours 
after they were picked up. 
The Columbian caught fire Sunday 
night when about 300 miles south of 
Cape Race. 
A series of violent ex­ 
plosions followed almost immediately. 
Captain McDonald ordered the wire­ 
less operator, James Drohan, to send 
out calls for assistance, but one of the 
explosions had put the wireless appa­ 
ratus out of commission, cutting off 
the Columbian from communication 
with nearby ocean liners, which might 
have gone to the rescue. 
With the vessel belching flames and 
torn by explosions it soon became evi­ 
dent that the crew- could do nothing 
to control the fire and the order to 
abandon ship was given. 
So far as is known the men left the 
Columbian in two boats. Chief Stew­ 
ard Matthews was in charge of the 
first. 
This boat put away from the 
steam er and lay to for a time, but in 
the dense smoke which surrounded 
the burning vessel the other boat was 
not visible and the stew ard’s boat 
finally drifted far from the scene.

Will Speak at Memorial Service 


for Men Wile Died at Vera Cruz. 


Washington, May 6.— President Wil­ 
son will voice the nation’s tribute to 
marines and bluejackets who died in 
the occupation of Vera Cruz at me­ 
morial services at the Brooklyn navy 
yard Mouday. 
Secretary Daniels and 
his staff and Secretary Garrison and 
Admiral Dewey will be among the 
chief figures at the ceremonies. 
The president will leave Washing­ 
ton for New York Sunday night. Sec­ 
retary Daniels will sail from Hampton 
Roads in the yacht Mayflower and es­ 
cort the funeral cruiser Montana to 
New York harbor. 
In the lower har­ 
bor the battleship Wyoming and the 
cruiser Tennessee will meet the Mon­ 
tana and Mayflower and convoy them 
to dock. 
Arrangements for the landing of 
the bodies have not been completed. 
Mayor Mitchel of New York has sug­ 
gested that they be removed from the 
Montana at the Battery and trans­ 
ported on caissons to the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 
The bodies will be sent to home 
towns of the marines and bluejackets 
late Monday afternoon.

tana will take the three New Eng­ 
land dead to Boston.

Washington, May 6.—House leaders 
were taken- by surprise when the ju­ 
diciary committee, before which the 
Hobson resolution for nationwide pro- 
hibition and the Mondell resolution 
for woman suffrage had been slumber 
ing for months, suddenly were voted 
out, without recommendation and put 
squarely 
before 
the 
house.

federal Constitution. 
Advocates of the resolution now will 
direct their efforts against tile rules 
committee, 
with a view to special 
rules for consideration in the house 
without which the measures may rest 
at the foot of the calendar and be 
filibustered against indefinitely. 
Leaders in the Congressional Union 
for Woman Suffrage, elated over the 
developments, paraded the streets of 
Washington with a brass band and 
flying banners. 
Street meetings were, 
addressed by prominent women who 
are in Washington for the big demon­ 
stration 
Saturday, 
when 
suffragists 
from all over the country will march 
from the White House to the Capitol 
and demand the passage of the Mon- 
dell resolution.
